LAW 31 


i Clause 112 —Swimming- across, obstructing another competitor, shall dis- ■ 
qualify the offender. 

1 Clause 113 —Should a foul endanger the chance of success of a competitor, • 
the judges shall have the power to allow him to compete in the next J 
round, or, should the foul occur in a final, they may order it to be i 
re-swam. * 

Clause 114 —When turning, swimmer must touch the end of the bath or | 
i course with one or both hands. ■
